DCC in gross misconduct hearing 


A DEPUTY Chief Constable at 
Essex Police faces a gross mis¬ 
conduct hearing over allegations 
he “verbally and physically 
abused” colleagues. 

The allegations against DCC 
Matthew Horne were referred to 
the Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission (IPCC) in 
January 2017. 

The IPCC determined there 
was a case to answer. 

DCC Horne is currently on sec¬ 


ondment to the National Crime 
Agency. 

The IPCC said: “Following the 
conclusion of the investigation in 
July 2017, the IPCC lead investi¬ 
gator’s opinion is that the DCC 
Horne has a case to answer for 
gross misconduct, relating to 
allegations he was verbally and 
physically abusive towards col¬ 
leagues on three different occa¬ 
sions. 

Essex Police said: “We have no 


comment on this incident before 
a misconduct hearing has been 
held. 

“Misconduct hearings deal 
with alleged gross misconduct 
by police officers on or off duty. 
They form part of the discipli¬ 
nary process and are not crimi¬ 
nal proceedings. 

“At a hearing, the facts are 
heard by the panel, often with the 
help of witnesses, to enable a 
finding to be made.”

New tool to help police join helpers in their 
search for dementia sufferers who go missing 

Till in this form 
and help us trace 
your loved ones’ 


DEMENTIA sufferers 
who go missing will be 
found more quickly 
thanks to a scheme 
launched by Essex 
Police this week. 

The Herbert Protocol 
enables carers, friends 
and relatives of people 
with dementia to fill in 
a form that helps 
authorities find loved 
ones quicker in the 
event of them going 
missing. 

Assistant Chief Con¬ 
stable Andy Prophet 
said: “When someone 
goes missing it’s 
imperative that police 
officers have as much 
information about that 
person as possible to 
help us find them. 

“If that information 
has been gathered in 


advance, it saves us 
precious time which 
can be spent looking 
for someone.” 

The Herbert Protocol 
is named after a war 
veteran who lived with 
dementia. The form 
records vital details, 
including medication 
required, mobile phone 
numbers, places previ¬ 
ously located or attend¬ 
ed, a photo, and details 
of daily routines. 

Essex Police 

launched the scheme 
on Monday. 

Officers will work 


with Essex County 
Council, Thurrock and 
Southend unitary 
authorities and the 
Alzheimer’s Society to 
encourage the comple¬ 
tion of the form. 

Cllr John Spence, 
cabinet member for 
health and adult social 
care at the county 
council, said: “Nothing 
is more worrying or 
distressing than when a 
loved one or friend 
goes missing or does¬ 
n’t return home, so I 
empathise with those 
living with, or caring 


for someone with 
dementia who some¬ 
times go astray. ” 

Cllr Lesley Salter, 
Southend Council’s 
executive councillor 
for health and adult 
social care, said: “I am 
delighted to be sup¬ 
porting the Herbert 
Protocol and would 
encourage all carers, 
families, friends or 
neighbours to down¬ 
load the form and com¬ 
plete it to help Essex 
Police in the event a 
loved one goes miss¬ 
ing.” 

Completed forms 
will be kept by carers 
and relatives in a safe 
place so they can be 
given to the authorities 
in the event someone 
goes missing.

Illegal workers 
at curry house 

Premises licence revoked for staff breach 


POLICE are appealing for information about 
illegal workers after a Benfleet restaurant had its 
licence revoked. 

The Benfleet Tandoori, on High Street, had its 
premises licence revoked by Castle Point 
Council’s licensing committee earlier this month 
at a hearing where it was revealed that the 
licensee had not carried out right to work checks. 

Immigration Enforcement officers and Essex 
Police visited the restaurant on June 8. 

Essex Police said “intelligence” suggested 
there were people working illegally on the 
premises. Officers found five men from 
Bangladesh, who were working illegally in either 
the kitchen or as waiters. 

Police county licensing officer Stephen 
Sparrow presented the case at the August 3 hear¬ 
ing, and was supported there by an immigration 
officer. 

He said: “Right to work checks must be carried 
out if employing foreign nationals. 

“If in doubt, check with your local licensing 
officer or visit the government’s website, which 


gives very clear guidance. We work closely with 
Immigration Enforcement in Essex and are 
building ever stronger links with our colleagues 
in neighbouring county forces too.” 

Three men at the Benfleet Tandoori were 
escorted from the premises by immigration offi¬ 
cers while another two men were arrested under 
the Immigration Act 1971, as they had no per¬ 
mission to be in the UK. 

One departed the UK voluntarily on August 13 
and the other is in immigration detention, pend¬ 
ing his removal from the country. 

A Castle Point Council spokeswoman said no 
appeal had been made against the decision to 
revoke the licence and that no application had 
been made for a new licence. 

The Benfleet Tandoori had not given a response 
to the YA at the time of going to press. 

Anyone who wishes to inform police or immi¬ 
gration officials or concerns relating to the wel¬ 
fare of illegal workers should contact the 
Immigration Hotline on 0300 123 7000 or online 
at gov.uk/report-immigration-crime.

Tower of power 


THE DARK TOWER (12A, 95 
mins)

ASED on Stephen King's 
compelling series of fanta¬ 
sy novels, The Dark Tower 
illuminates a titanic battle 
between good and evil in paral¬ 
lel universes, seen through the 
eyes of a conflicted 11-year-old 
boy. 

Director Nikolaj Arcel's eagerly 
anticipated film has been 
plagued with widely publicised 
setbacks during production, 
including repeated polishes of 
the script and reshoots. 

All of those beads of sweat 
and blood-tinged tears have 
delivered a muddled odyssey 
that reduces King's cataclysmic 
magnum opus to an uninvolving 
hybrid of The Hunger Games 
and Divergent. 

A sprightly running time leaves 
no room for character develop- 
ment, and the emaciated script 
fails to make explicit the stakes 
^ 01' repercussions for the young 
hero as he blunders through 
thrill-starved set- pieces includ¬ 
ing a showdown with a comput¬ 
er-generated scorpion-like 
predator. 

Idris Elba is squandered as the 
last in a proud line of gun¬ 


slingers, who has been raised to 
keep the darkness at bay and 
joins the boy on his quest. 

Oscar winner Matthew 
McConaughey manages to put 
a little flesh and diabolical charm 
on the bones of his antagonist, 
dispatching powerless victims 
with a cursory growl: "Stop 
breathing". 

There isn't a single moment in 
Arcel's picture that compels us 
to hold our breath. 

Jake Chambers (Tom Taylor) is 
traumatised by the death of his 
firefighter father (Karl Thaning). 

His mother Laurie (Katheryn 
Winnick) and unsympathetic 
stepfather Lon (Nicholas 
Pauling) send him for coun¬ 
selling with psychiatrist Dr 
Hotchkiss (Jose Zuniga), who 
listens intently to Jake's 
descriptions of nightly visions 
about an alien world where a 
lone gunslinger readies his pistol 
against a menacing man in 
black. 

The shrink dismisses Jake's 
nightmares as manifestations of 
his grief. 

Lon grows weary of the boy's 
erratic behaviour and insists 
Jake attend an upstate facility, 
which specialises in treating 
troubled youth. 


Instead, Jake flees to an aban¬ 
doned house from his dreams. 

Inside, he discovers a portal to 
a post-apocalyptic realm called 
Mid-World where a mysterious 
man named Roland Deschain 
(Elba) hankers for revenge 
against evil sorcerer Walter 
Padick (McConaughey), who 
intends to destroy a tower at the 
centre of universe that protects 
us from malevolent forces. 

Each assault on the monolith 
produces tremors in Mid-World 
and on Earth. 

“What happens in one world 
echoes in others,” warns 
Roland, who surmises that ^ 
Jake's visions are evidence of 
burgeoning psychic abilities - 
“the shine”. 

The Dark Tower fails to shift 
out of first gear as director Arcel 
chugs through a confused 
mythology and dilutes jolts of 
terror in order to secure a 12A 
certificate.

Hyundai’s eye-catching hybrid

ONCE it was the domain of 
Toyota with the world’s first 
hybrid car which became a 
favourite with the eco-friendly 
from Notting Hill to Sunset 
Boulevard. 

Now, most auto manufacturers 
are producing hybrids, plug-in 
hybrids and full electric vehicles, 
popping up all over the place well 
ahead of the proposed ban on 
the sale of petrol and diesel cars 
in the UK by 2040. 

Korean manufacturers, in the 
case of Hyundai, are getting in on 
the act with the all-new lONIQ. 

The lONIQ line-up consists of 
the hybrid, the electric and the 
plug-in hybrid offering zero emis¬ 
sion technology backed up with a 
peace of mind warranty of five 
years unlimited miles on the car 
and eight years or 125 miles on 
the lithium battery. 

Hybrids nearly all look like main¬ 
stream cars these days as battery 
technology means they take up 
less space. 

The 1.6-litre petrol engine in the 
Hyundai is supplemented by the 
battery/electric motor combina¬ 


tion to produce combined power 
of 141ps. 

Drive carefully and you’re on 
electric power only, step on it an 
the pair work in tandem. 

It really is an eye-catching 
looking motor with a coupe like 
silhouette. 

Hyundai’s signature hexagonal 
grille is flanked by wrapround 
projector headlamps and vertical 
C-shaped LED daytime running 
lights. 

Door mirrors are colour coded 
and the whole look is offset by 
the novel-looking two-tone 17- 
inch alloy wheels on this model. 


As blue means eco-friendly 
green for many car manufactur¬ 
ers, blue badging and accents 
also gives clues to the nature of 
the car. 

Inside there is plenty of elec¬ 
tronics and the fit and finish is as 
good as any European or 
Japanese competitors, with nice 
soft touch finish to dash and 
doors, neatly laid out controls 
and firm comfortable seats. 

The multi-function steering 
wheel and auto gearbox shifter 
are leather trimmed and the 
whole interior has an executive 
feel. 


High tech touches abound and 
the central touchscreen controls 
functions such as navigation, app 
connectivity, which include map 
updates and Apple 
CarPlay/Android Auto and 
TomTom live services, plus a 
quality sound system and 
manoeuvrering camera, as well as 
showing how the battery/petrol 
engine combination is working 
together. 

A TFT instrument cluster further 
displays all of the key driver infor¬ 
mation. 

On the road the car handles well 
and rides comfortably.
